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H i n t s f o r t h e S e a s o n . 
The att vantages of using leaf-mold are very 
generally understood by am ateur florists and 
gardeners; and the Injunctions found In all 
manuals setting forth the cultivation of flow 
ere and shrubs to obtain this highly coneen* 
I rat et! “ vegetable m auure” as an essential 
element In the soil prepared for potted growths 
in particular, have been repeatedly tested to 
general satisfaction. 
And yet nothing is more common than ilia 
dituee of this ingredient on the alleged ground 
of inconvenience in obtaining a supply at the 
desired moment. 
Some prudent cultivators, 
foreseeing the evil, wisely economize the myri­ 
ads of autumnal falling leaves, and by slow 
conservaton 
of the same in 
undisturbed 
heaps during the winter, Anti an abundance 
of rich material at band in the spring, whose 
quality may indeed lie Inferior to that of larg­ 
er fresh accumulation, t u t whose efficiency Is 
yet most lieneficial. 
The more scientific cut 
tivators, however, apply a small quantity of 
lime, sifting it in as the heap of leaves accu­ 
mulates, and afterwards continue for an en­ 
tire year even, to throw upon the mourn! soap­ 
suds and bouse slops, with further sprinkling 
ot lime or carbolic acid os disinfectants, and 
the result is probably the most perfect corn­ 
ie st at the least expense, that has yet been 
secured for general floral and gardening pnr- 
poatt. 
In the continent ol Europe, where the most 
careful husbandry and gardening areobserved, 
even as far north as Sweden,—and very no­ 
ticeably—in Germany, Hungary, Switzerland, 
France and Italy,—besides preserving either 
the ashes or decomposed stalks and cuttings 
of field and garden, the farmer and gardener 
diligently husband the falling leaves for such 
com|K)jt. 
In the vicinity of towns and stiles 
there, and wherever within the suburbs much 
success is attained iu vegetable or floral culti­ 
vation, the most careful economy of natural 
resource* for repaying the soil everywliere in­ 
cludes also saving the leaves. 
It is trite that coarser and really cheap ma­ 
nures and fertilizers are easily procurable by 
all ordinary cultivators of the soil in this 
country; bot for the more delicate applications 
of gardening already alluded to, this floe leaf 
mold, really richer than that of the common 
varieties brought from tilt* forest, ought to be 
better appreciated with us. 
The light and 
agreeable labor of gathering such a heap will 
always be enthusiastically shared by the chil­ 
dren, and though one may at first grow pen­ 
sive as lie dedicates his mound to “ vile uses’’ 
a year or two later, in loss time even, it will 
bring to bis delighted eyes the happy returns 
in more bountiful growths, in buds amt blos­ 
soms and fruit whose luxuriance aud beauty 
will more than compensate for all the lal*or of 
leaf-gatlieringund the subsequent treatment. 


A P lu c k y C o n d u c to r . 
How some Western gamblers found their 
master lu a Michigan conductor is thus told by 
the Detroit Free Presa of Friday: “ For the 
ast month a trio of monte men have been 
working' the lines running into Detroit. They 
have i*een put od the Central, chased od the 
Detroit and Milwaukee, and kicked oft the 
Lansing Road, but they made a fresh start the 
other morning on the Southern, going out OU 
Conductor Wilsey’s train. 
Al the depot they 
got in with an old man named Fremont, who 
lives in Pittsburg, and was on bis way home. 
They pretended to live in Pittsburg also, and 
soou after getting on board the train they 
brought out their cants. 
Fremont is one of 
those sm art old chaps who think themselves 
lasted, and he knew the game, and decided 
lo wake some money out of them. 
Ue lost 
$5, then $10, aud between Detroit anti tho 
Junction he lost $55. 
This was ail (lie money 
be had, but his blood was up, and be had 
hauled out a heavy gold watch to stake on the 
next bet, whet^ the conductor passed along. 
Seeing what was going on, Wilsey told the 
old man to put up libs watch. 
At this, one of 
the gamblers snatched i t sating, ‘I have won 
th is!’ aud then looked up at the conductor 
with a face full of brass. 
The train had been 
at a stand-still, and as it started the conduc­ 
tor palled the signal to stop, and turned to 
the gamblers and demanded that they give 
Fremont back his watch and money. 
They 
refused in chorus, and one of tile gamblers, us 
the conductor's coat came oil, shouted, ‘This 
is belter!’ and palled out a revolver and hued 
it on Wilsey'* eye. 
‘Commence shooting V re­ 
plied the conductor, [and out came bis owu 
pistol, and (br twenty seconds two revolvers 
were held up into two men's faces, hammers 
up and fingers on the triggers. 
The two oth’- 
cr gamblers began to feel for their hip pock­ 
ets, when Wilsey quietly said, ‘If you don't 
hold up your baud* PII blow the top of your 
head off:' 
At that moment a Cleveland mer­ 
chant and a Toledo lake captain came up, 
each with a cocked revolver. 
At this the 
gamblers ottered to restore the watch, aod 
when they had done so the conductor made 
them return the full $55. 
‘Now, then,’ said 
he, when he was through with them, ‘get off 
this train I I shall reuiemlter you, and it I ever 
catch one of you ou my train again PU have 
the engineer ruu her up to sixty miles an hour 
and my brakemen will pitch you into the first 
swamp!’ The fellows were ready to go.” 


A s i b i u r l i k e s t r a w , 
Dr. Dio Lewis writes: "Of the eight |»ounds 
which a man eats and diinks in a day, it is 
thought that not less than five pounds leave 
bis body through the skin. 
And of these five 
pounds a considerable percentage escapes dur­ 
ing the night while be is In bed. 
The larger 
part of this is water, but in addition, there is 
much eflete aod poisonous matter. 
This be­ 
ing in great part gaseous in form, jKMietrates 
every' part of the bed. 
Thus all parts of the 
bed—mattress, blankets, as well as sheets— 
soon become foul and need purification. 
The 
mattress needs ibis quite aa much as the 
sheets. 
To allow the sheets lo be used w ith­ 
out washing or changing three or six m ouths 
would be regarded as bad housekeeping; hut 
I must insist if a thin sheet can absorb pois­ 
onous excretions of the body to m ake it unfit 
for use in a fsw days, a thick m attress, which 
can absorb aud retain a thousand turn* as 
much of these poisonous secretions, ueeds to 
be purified as often certainly as once iii threw 
months. 
A sheet can be washed.4 A m attress 
cannot be renovated iu this way. 
Indeed, 
there is no other way of cleaning a m attress 
but by steaming, or picking it to pieces, am i 
thus in fragments exposing it to the direct 
rays of the sun. 
As these processes are 
scarcely practicable with uuy of the ordinary 
mattress* s, I am decidedly of the opinion: that 
the good old-fasliioued straw bed, which can 
every three; months lie exchanged for fresh 
straw, and the tick washed, is the sw vete3t 
aud healthiest of beds. 
If in the W inier sea­ 
son the porousness of th» straw lied m s U s it 
a little uncomfortable, spread over it a com­ 
forter or two of woolen blankets, which should 
be washed as often as every two weeks. With 
this arrangement, if you wash the bedbcover- 
iog as often as once In one or two w e& s, you 
will have a delightful, healthy bed. 
Now, if 
you leave the tied to air, with open windows 
during the day, and not make it far the night 
before evening, you will have addod greatly to 
the sweetness of your rest in consequence and 
to the tone of your health. 
I heartily wish 
this good change could everywhere be intro­ 
duced. 
Only those who have thus attended 
to this Important m atter can judge of its in­ 
fluence on tho general health tv«l spirits ” 


—Judge Beall of Maryland has rendered a 
decision to the effect that a railroad train 
m ust stop a reasonable time lo take on pas­ 
sengers. 
It appears that Mr. Brown, a law­ 
yer of Cumberland, purchased tickets for him­ 
self and two daughters from that place to Som­ 
erset, and when the train arrived lie ran for­ 
ward to help the baggage man in lifting a 
large trunk into the car.

H ints for the Season* 
The advantages of using leaf-mold are very 
generally understood by amateur florists and 
gardeners; and the injunctiona found in all 
manuals setting forth the cultivation of flow­ 
ers and shrubs to obtain this highly concen­ 
trated “ vegetable manure” as an essential 
element In the soil prepared for potted growths 
in particular, have been repeatedly tested to 
general satisfaction. 
And yet nothing is more common tkan the 
disuse of this ingredient on the alleged ground 
or inconvenience in obtaining a supply at the 
desire! moment. 
Some prudent cultivators, 
foreseeing the evil, wisely economize the myri­ 
ads of autumnal falling leaves, and by slow 
conservaton of the same in 
undisturbed 
heaps during the winter, And an abundance 
of rich material at band in the spring, whose 
quality may indeed be inferior to that of larg­ 
er fresh accumulation, but whose efficiency is 
yet most beneficial. The more scientific cul­ 
tivators, however, apply a small quantity of 
lime, sifting it in as the heap of leaves accu­ 
mulates, and afterwards continue for an en­ 
tire year even, to throw upon the mound soap­ 
suds and house slops, with further sprinkling 
of lime or carbolic acid as disinfectants, and 
the result is probably the most perfect com­ 
post at the least expense, that has yet been 
secured for general floral and gardening pur­ 
poses. 
In the continent of Europe, where the most 
careful husbandry and gardening are observed, 
even as far north as Sweden,—and very no­ 
ticeably—in Germany, Hungary, Switzerland, 
France and Italy,—besides preserving either 
the ashes or decomposed stalks and cuttings 
of field and garden, the farmer and gardener 
diligently husband tha falling leaves for such 
compost. 
In the vicinity of towns and cities 
there, and wherever within the suburbs much 
success is attained in vegetable or floral cultl- 
vatiou, the most careful economy of natural 
resources for repaying the soil «verywhere in­ 
cludes also saving the leaves. 
It is true that coarser and really cheap ma­ 
nures and fertilizers are easily procurable by 
all ordinary cultivators of the soil in this 
country; but for the more delicate applications 
of gardening already alluded to, this fine leaf 
mold, really richer than that of the common 
varieties brought from the forest, ought to be 
better appreciated with us. 
The light and 
agreeable labor of gathering such a heap will 
always be enthusiastically shared by the chil­ 
dren, and though one may at first grow pen­ 
sive as he dedicates his mound to “vile uses” 
a year or two later, in less time even, it will 
bring to his delighted eyes the happy returns 
in more bountiful growths, in buds and blos­ 
soms and fruit whose luxuriance and beauty 
will more than compensate for ail the labor of 
leaf-gathering and the subsequent treatment. 


A P lu ck y Conductor. 
How some Western gamblers found their 
master in a Michigan conductor is thus told by 
the Detroit Free Press of Friday: “For the 
ast mouth atrio of monte men have beou 
‘working’ the lines running into Detroit. They 
have been put ofl the Central, chased ofl the 
Detroit and Milwaukee, and kicked ofl the 
Lansing Road, but they made a fresh start the 
other morning on the Southern, going out on 
Conductor Wilsey’s train. At the depot they 
got in with an old man named Fremont, who 
lives in Pittsburg, and was on bis way home. 
They pretended to live in Pittsburg also, and 
soon after getting on board the train they 
brought out their cards. 
Fremont is one of 
those smart old chaps who think themselves 
posted, and he knew the game, and decided 
to make some money out of them. 
He lost 
$5, then $10, and between Detroit and the 
Junction lie lost $55. This was all the money 
he had, but his blood was up, and he had 
hauled out a heavy gold watch to stake on the 
next bet, whet^ the conductor passed along. 
SeeiDg what was going on, Wilsey told the 
old man to put up his watch. 
At this, one of 
the gamblers snatched it, saying, ‘I liare won 
this!’ and then looked up at the conductor 
with a face full of brass. The train had been 
at a stand-still, and as it started the conduc­ 
tor pulled the signal to stop, and turned to 
the gamblers and demanded that they give 
Fremont back his watch and money. 
They 
refused in chorus, and one of the gamblers, us 
the conductor’s coat came ofl, shouted, ‘This 
is better!’ and pulled out a revolver and lined 
it on Wilsey’s eye. 
‘Commence shooting!’ re­ 
plied the conductor, [and out came his own 
pistol, and for twenty seconds two revolvers 
were held up into two men’s faces, hammers 
up and fingers on the triggers. 
The two otti- 
er gamblers began to feel for their hip pock­ 
ets, when Wilsey quietly said, ‘If you don’t 
hold up your hands I’ll blow the top of your 
head off!’ At that moment a Cleveland mer­ 
chant and a Toledo lake captain came up, 
each with a cocked revolver. 
At this the 
gamblers ofiered to restore the watch, and 
when they had done so the conductor made 
them return the full $55. 
‘Now, then,’ said 
he, when he was through with them, ‘get off 
this traiu! I shall remember you, and it I ever 
catch one of you on my train again I’ll have 
the engineer run her up to sixty miles an hour 
and my brakemeu will pitch you into the first 
swamp!’ The fellows were ready to go.” 


N o t h in g ' l i k o S t r a w . 
Dr. Dio Lewis writes: “Of the eight pounds 
which a man onts anti drinks in a day, it is 
thought that not less than live pounds leave 
his body through the skin. And of these five 
pounds a considerable percentage escapes dur­ 
ing the Bight while he is in bed. 
The larger 
part of this is water, but in addition, there is 
much effete and poisonous matter. 
This be­ 
ing in great part gaseoas in form, penetrates 
every part of the bed. Thus ail parts of the 
bed—mattress, blankets, as well as sheets— 
soon become foul and need purification. Tha 
mattress needs this quite as much as tl*.e 
sheets. To allow the sheets to be used with­ 
out washing or changing three or six mo nths 
would be regarded as bad housekeepiivg; but 
I must insist if a thin sheet can absorb pois­ 
onous excretions of the body to make it unfit 
for use in a few days, a thick mattress, which 
can absorb and retain a thousand times as 
much of these poisonous secretions, needs to 
be purified as often certainly as once in three 
months. 
A sheet can be washed. . A mattress 
cannot be renovated in this way. 
Indeed, 
there is no other way of cleaning a mattres3 
but by steaming, or picking It to pieces, au*4 
thus in fragments exposing it to the dire ct 
rays of the sun. 
As these processes are 
scarcely practicable with auy of the ordinary 
mattressis, I am decidedly oí the opinion: that 
the good old-fashioned straw bed, which can 
every three ’ months be exchanged for fresh 
straw, and the tick washed, is the sw*eetest 
and healthiest of beds. If in the Winter sea­ 
son the porousness of the straw bed makes it 
a little uncomfortable, spread over it a com­ 
forter or two of woolen blankets, which, should 
be washed as often as every two weeks. Witli 
this arrangement, if you wash the bedf-cover- 
ing as often as once in one or two weeks, you 
will have a delightful, healthy bed. 
Now, if 
you leave the bed to air, with open windows 
during the day, and not make it for the night 
before evening, you will have addod greatly to 
the sweetness of your rest in consequence.and 
to the tone of your health. 
I heartily wish 
this good change could everywhere be intro­ 
duced. Only those who have thus attended 
to this Important matter can jadge of its in­ 
fluence on the general health and spirits.” 


—Judge Beall of Maryland has rendered a 
decision to the effect that a railroad train 
must stop a reasonable time to take, on pas­ 
sengers. 
It appears that Mr. Brown, a law­ 
yer of Cumberland, purchased tickets for him­ 
self and two daughters from that place to Som­ 
erset, and when the train arrived lie ran for­ 
ward to help the baggage man in lifting a 
large trunk into the car. 
When this was done 
the train started, leaving Brown and family 
on the platform. 
He brought a su it a g a in s t 
the railroad company and recovered $50.

England is losing gold so largely that the 
Bank of England has raised her rate to seven 
per cent., which in that country is considered 
fearful, and is a very extraordinary rate. Our 
panic is responsible for this sudden disar­ 
rangement of English nuances, but ii ba9 
widely different effects in different places, for 
in Utah It bas locked up the bullion to such 
an extent that silver is tvorih only seventy 
cents an ounce, as against $1.25 in ordinary 
times. 


A new witness has been brought forward In 
the Stokes case who relates “in a rich brogue” 
some tastimouy very favorable to the young 
man on trial aud damaging to the evidence of 
two Important witnesses for the prosecution. 
But in addition to the ‘-brogue” there is a 
suspicious odor of cookery about this last 
witness' story that leads one to reflect that 
possibly lie doesn't possess the unflinching 
veracity of the father of his country. 


Our country must certainly be given tho 
palm for novelty. 
Here’s George S. Boutwrl! 
going to lecture on the financial situation ! 
Probably in no other country would an ex- 
Keeretary of the Treasury mount the platfoi in 
lo talk about the subject of his official action 
and, as we suppose he must, bring in his suc­ 
cessor for criticism or approval. 
Mr. Bout- 
well, however, is not at all novel in his choice 
of a subject, as it is quite an ordinary circum­ 
stance tor lecturers to talk on matter* they 
know least aliout. 


The first appearance of a “Farmers’ ” ticket 
in the Elliptic State will be in the Lewis and 
Jefferson District. 
Noah Winslow has receiv­ 
ed the nomination of the Republican party for 
Senator. 
At this a very large share of his 
party have demurred, owing to the fact that 
he voted repeatedly for notoriously corrupt 
measures during his senatorial career. 
Those 
that bolt support a ticket to be nominated 
and run in the interest of the farmers. 
Well, 
the legislature is large enough to have a rep­ 
resentative of all the imiiortant interests, but 
not half enough so to contain all Hie rogues. 


Monday's storm seems to have been one of 
Ute class that sweep over a vast area of coun­ 
try, doing more or less damage wherever they 
prevail. 
It seems to have been es|»ecially se­ 
ver# on the lakes, Judging from Hie reports of 
disasters from that quarter, while on the Hud­ 
son and iii our own neighborhood heavy loss 
has been caused. 
It is noteworthy that our 
equinoctial storm (Ids fall was of very mild 
character, whereas the aulutnu equinox is 
generally utlemldd by violent tempests. 
This 
dorm, however, m in i to baw done all that 
the “ line storm” left undone. 
Further re- 
[ions of damage will undoubtedly lie beard. 


One result of the panic to which workmen 
must look forward to with tolerable certainly 
is the reduction of wages, which Is pretty 
sure to come. 
The iron mills have already 
towered their rates, and other manufacturing 
interests will follow suit. 
It is (rue that hi 
addition to the depression common to all the 
iron business bas to bear up against tne re. 
duction in the volume of their orders by the 
lessening or entire cessation of railroad o)>cra- 
tions brought on by the financial revulsion. 
But everything is tending towards the resump­ 
tion of specie payments, with lower prices for 
everything, and every manufacturer who puts 
his money into fabrics looking to a future sale 
for reimbursement, must do so at a less cost 
for labor than be has been paying, or else be 
will surely lose. 
The workmen will find their 
wages both a eau8** and effect. 
They will go 
down becauso purchasable articles decline in 
price, and their lesser wages will also dUnioislt 
the cost of them. 


In addition to cx-Secretary Bout w ell's plal- 
formlaing we now hare Postmaster General

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Eogland is losing gold so largely that the 
Bank of England has raised her rate to seven 
per cent., which in that country is considered 
fearful, and is a very extraordinary rate. Our 
panic is responsible for this sudden disar­ 
rangement of English finances, but it has 
widely diflerent effects in different places, for 
in Utah it has locked up the bullion to such 
an extent that silver is worth only seventy 
cents an ounce, as against $1.25 in ordinary 
times. 


A new witness lias been brought forward in 
the Stokes case who relates “in a rich brogue” 
some testimony very favorable to the young 
man on trial and damaging to the evidence of 
two Important witnesses for the prosecution. 
But In addition to the “brogue” there is a 
suspicious odor of cookery about this last 
witness’ story that leads one to reflect that 
possibly he doesn’t possess the unflinching 
veracity of the father of his country. 


Our country must certainly be given the 
palm for novelty. 
Here’s George S. Boutwell 
going to lecture on the financial situation ! 
Probably in no other country would an ex- 
Seeretary of the Treasury mount the platfonn 
to talk about the subject of his olfirial action 
and, as we suppose he must, bring in his suc­ 
cessor for criticism or approval. 
Mr. Bout- 
well, however, is not at all novel in his choice 
of a subject, as it is quite an ordinary circum­ 
stance for lecturers to talk on matters they 
know least about. 


The first appearance of a “Farmers’ ” ticket 
iu the Empite State will be in the Lewis and 
Jefferson District. 
Noah Winslow has receiv­ 
ed the nomination of the Republican party for 
Senator. 
At this a very large share of his 
party have demurred, owing to the fact that 
he voted repeatedly for notoriously corrupt 
measures during his senatorial career.

Monday’s storm seems to have been one of 
the class that sweep over a vast area of coun­ 
try, doing more or less damage wherever they 
prevail. 
It seems to have been especially se­ 
vere 011 the lakes, judging from the reports of 
disasters from that quarter, while on the Hud­ 
son and in our own neighborhood heavy loss 
has been caused. 
It is noteworthy that our 
equinoctial storm this fall was of very mild 
character, whereas the uutumu equinox is 
generally attended by violent tempests. 
This 
storm, however, seems to have done all that 
the “ line storm-’ left undone. 
Further re­ 
ports of damage will undoubtedly be heard. 


One result of the panic to which workmen 
must look forward to with tolerable certainty 
is the reduction of wages, which is pretty 
sure to come. 
The iron mills have already 
lowered their rates, and other manufacturing 
interests will follow suit. 
It is true that in 
addition to the depression common to all the 
iron business lia3 to bear up against the re­ 
duction in the volume of their orders by the 
lessening or entire cessation of railroad opera­ 
tions brought on by the financial revulsion. 
But everything is tending towards the resump­ 
tion of specie payments, with lower prices for 
everything, and every manufacturer who puts 
his money into fabrics looking to a future sale 
for reimbursement, must do so at a less cost 
for labor than he has been paying, or else he 
will surely lo3e. 
The workmen will find their 
wages both a cause and effect. 
They will go 
down because purchasable articles decline in 
price, and their lesser wages will also diminish 
the cost of them. 


In addition to ex-Secretary Boutwell's plal- 
formizing we now have Postmaster General 
Cresswell on the stump in defence of his post 
al-telegraph and savings-bank scheme. 
This 
is the English plan, and a very good one it is; 
and if we could bring our Cabinet ministers 
upon the floor of the House to answer ques­ 
tions and advocate and be responsible for their 
measures, we will have made a substantial ad­ 
vance upon our present manner of doing 
things. 
Of course President Grant would op­ 
pose any sucli thing, as he nearly bit a young 
man’s bead off the other day for expressing 
his admiration for British institutions, but 
there’s fortunately no need of summoning him 
on the floor of Congress, for at the rate he 
has been talking lately upon finance it would 
require a continual extra session of Congress. 
But everybody doesn’t bottle up their steam as 
Grant does, and some of bis ministers could 
talk with reasonable brevity. 
Let Cresswell 
get on the floor by all means. 
But we can 
wait until he get3 over his postal-telegraph 
and savings-bank fever.

C ity of Mex ic o,Oct. 16, via H avana,Oct. 20. 
—The President of the Republic, members of 
the Cabinet and Judge of the Supreme Court 
have appeared before the assembled Congress 
and taken an oath to support the new consti­ 
tution. 
President Lerdo delivered an address 
on the occasion, which was responded to by 
the President of the Congress.

is charged that detectives Farley and Ir­ 
ving received and now have in their pos­ 
session $40,000 of the amount taken from 
McDonnell, the Bank of England forger.

were to get him clear, 
n e was tried and 
convicted in that delightfully prompt way the 
British courts have of dealing with criminals, - 
and thinking it a very mean game our Yankee 
detectives came over him, lie “peaches” on 
them. 
The Attorney General of the state 
thinks the charge serious enough not only for 
investigation but for the immediate removal 
of the detectives, and as the Police Commis­ 
sioners haven’t removed them he demands the 
removal of the Commissioners by Mayor llavc- 
meyer, and if the Mayor won’t remove them 
the Attorney General will call upon Governor 
Dix to suspend the Mayor.

captured three Spanish merchantmen at the 
entrance of the harbor. 
The British Admiral 
Yelverton demands that ninety-six hours’ no­ 
tice be given before the bombardment begins 
and lias warned Contreras that if a shot be 
fired at tlio Leponto before the expiration of 
that time the English, French and Italian ves­ 
sels will open on his squadron. 
It is thought 
that the rebels will make no attempt to land, 
but will proceed to some port on the French 
coast after collecting all the money they can 
terrify Spanish towns into delivering.

The President of the Court an­ 
nounced that the order of the questions ob­ 
served in the interrogation of the accused 
would be followed. 
Marshal Lc Boeuf was the first witness. He 
swore that in his opinion Bazaine's responsi­ 
bility as Commander-in-Chief began not before 
the 12th of August; that until then he held a 
subordinate command, with which position 
lie seemed to be satisfied. 
Marshal LeBoeuf described the hesitation 
and indecision which followed Bazaine’s as­ 
sumption of the chief command, but did not 
consider him responsible for the failure to de­ 
stroy the bridge on the Moselle. 
Gen. Lebrau was the next witness. 
His 
testimony went to show the insufficiency of 
Bazaine’s measures to effect the retreat to 
Verdun. 
Gen. Cissey was sworn. 
He stated that the 
delay which led to the buttle of Borny was 
severely questioned in the council of war, but 
acknowledged that lie was not fully acquaint­ 
ed with the instruction received by the Mar­ 
shal. 
Gen. Jarvis, Bazaine’s chief of staff, testified 
that his commander was distant in manner 
and uncommunicative. 
Keratry gave an account of the negotiations 
in August, carried on through Madame Ba­ 
zaine, to obtain her husband’s appointment 
to the chief command, which was necessary 
because of the embarrassment caused by the 
Emperor’s presence at headquarters. 
Jules Favre deposed that he endeavored to 
consolidate the military direction by keeping 
Marshal Bazaine in his position as Command­ 
er-in-Chief. 
Count de l’alikao gave testimony in pointed 
contradiction to that of Keratrv.

A sick, burial mid pension fund lias 
also lieen instituted for all the workmen, the 
firm contributing to the fund half as much as 
the workmen, and providing pension and sup­ 
port for those who have been rendered unfit 
for work, and for the widows of tho workmen. 
The total receipts of this fund for the year 
1872 were $30,000; the expenditures were 
802,500, and the fund in hand at the beginning 
of 1863 was $97,7-10 gold. 
From another 
fund members receive for their families free 
medical 
treatment 
on 
paying 75 cents, 
annually. 
The "firm has also organized a chemical 
laboratory, a photographic and lithographic 
atelier, and a printing and book-binding es­ 
tablishment. 
In the printing office, there are 
two steam and four hand presses in opera­ 
tion. 
The five diflerent smelting furnaces belong­ 
ing to the firm produce, with eleven blast 
lurnaces, nearly 10,000 tons of pig iron por 
month. 
They have 140 coke ovens iu opera­ 
tion, and 120 in the course of construction.

This establishment was founded near Essen 
in the year 1810. 
It was conducted by Mr. 
Alfred Krupp from the year 1820, and in 1848 
he became sole proprietor. 
The works have 
been gradually developed, until, iu January 
of the present year, they covored a continu­ 
ous area of about 1,000 acres, of which about 
200 acres are under roof. 
The total number 
of meu employed in these works, and in the 
mlnciund smelting works belongiug to the 
firm, is about 17,0l)0, besides’739 officers and 
regular employees. 
The quantity of cast steel produced in tiie 
year 1872 exceeded 125,000 tons. 
This pro­ 
duct consisted of axles, tires, Wheels, aud 
crossings for railways; rails, springs, and 
shafts for steamers; machinery of various 
kinds; boiler-plates, rjlls, spring steel, tool 
steel, guns, gun carriages, shot, «fee. 
There 
are in the works now in operation 250 smelt­ 
ing furnces, 390 annealing furnaces, 161 heat­ 
ing furnaces, 115 welding and puddling fur-

In the 
Beaverkin swamp the water arose above the 
rails. 
At Pine Hill and farther on several 
landslides occurred and the up morning train 
went no further than Dean’s. 
It reached Ron- 
dout on its return trip about half-past six 
o’clock. 
The Shokan bridge ha® been carried away, 
thus catting off communication between the 
village and s’alioo. 
Owing to the freshet no tow left this harbor 
for New York. 
The ferry-boat made but one 
trip in the evening, bringing over the up and 
down mails together.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y. Oct. 19, 1873. 
A telegram from Albany has only briefly 
told of the daring burglary near the village of 
Catskill, on the Hudson. 
Daring the past 
week Hudson River towns have been infested 
by daring thieves. 
One source of attraction 
was the Catskill raees and another the Fire­ 
men’s tournament at Poughkeepsie. 
In this 
city, on the last day of the firemen's gather­ 
ing, it was known that a gaug of certainly 
thirty thieves were present, and, though three 
of them were arrested, sufficient evidence 
could not be produced to hold them. 
At the 
Catskill races gamblers and thieves were 
present in force. 
The affair of which I arn 
about to write occurred on Friday, and for 
daring and consummate cheek eclipse.® the 
noted Waterford Bank robbery. 
Nearly four 
miles below the village of Catskill, on the 
west bank of the Hudson, resides Abram Post, 
a worthy, well-to-do farmer.

weapons at the head of each member of the 
family, warned all to keep quiet or they would 
blow their brains out. 
While five of the rob­ 
bers thus held the live inmates of the house in 
abeyance, the sixth one drew four pairs of new 
handcuffs from underneath ids coat, and, in 
regular order, snapped the bracelet® upon 
every person at the table except the daughter. 
The latter showed no fear whatever, but while 
the handcuffing was progressing gave the 
thieves such a “ talking" that they will never 
forget it. 
Finally, becoming exasperated at 
her coolness, one ot the robber® stepped up to 
her and said, “ Well, yon are so sassy I guess 
we'll handcuff you too;" aud then the scoun­ 
drels handcuff!®! the whole family together, 
including a colored girl, who entered the din­ 
ing room at the time.

every room in the building but one, tore open 
bureau drawers, 
broke open trunk® and 
burst locks on closets. 
The room which es­ 
caped them belonged to the son,Edward Post, 
and in that was a gold watch and a large sum 
of money, which they did not get.

They did, however, get twelve silver tea­ 
spoons, marked “S. E. P.” ; six silver tea­ 
spoon® marked “J. IL”; twenty knives and 
fork.®, $225 iii currency, $30 in gold coin, a 
lady ® gold watch aud chain, marked “S. E. 
P.” ; $50 worth of other jewelry; two Greene 
county bonds of th** denomination of $500 
each,one check for $1,000 on the Farmers' Na­ 
tional Bank of Catskill, signed by Mrs. Massi- 
no and payable to the order of R. II. King and 
endorse*! by him to Abram Post; one check of 
$200 on the same bank, signed by Jacob Bur- 
gelt and made payable to Abraham Post or 
bearer. 
For over one hour the thieves re­ 
mained in the bouse, stealing whatever they 
could lay their bands on in the way of valua­ 
ble®. They even approached their bound vic­ 
tims laughingly and took rings from their 
Angers and put them on their own. 
They 
also sat down to the supper table before their 
victims aud ate all they wished to. 
While 
they were eating Edward Post vainly endeav­ 
ored to free himself. 
He told them he had 
seen two of them the day previous at the Cats­ 
kill Fair, and one of them replied, “ Well, 
what of It!’* When they got all they wanted

aud departed. 
For one hour afterward the 
imprisoned men aud women tried lo free 
themselves, and finally the son did get loose, 
when he started for Catskill village aud told 
his story. 
The Sheriff and others then re­ 
paired to Hic scene as quickly as possible, aud 
with the proper keys succeeded In releasing 
all. immediately the services of the telegraph 
wire.® were impressed, and a statement of Hie 
case was sent to all prominent points, togeth­ 
er with an offer by Mr. Abraham Post of Sl.- 
000 rowan! for the arrest of the rascals. Near 
the house a paper was found, similar to those 
sold on Ute Catskill fair grouud® by the gam­ 
bler® aud thieve® who pretended to give green­ 
back* with every cake of soap sold. 
It is thought that the same gang robbed the 
Post house.

They located their game® at 
night right on the main street, and hundreds 
were victimise*!. 
None of Mr. Post's family 
were seriously injured, though the gang turn- 
died all roughly.

year ago at the latter fair the receipts of the 
thieve® who tended the “ wheel of fortune," or 
who gave away greenback®, were larger than 
the receipts of the fair. 
The greatest efforts 
are being made to bring the perpetrators of 
the Catskill outrage to justice, and prominent 
men who know the facts favor the making an 
appeal to Gov. Dix to offer a large reward iu 
behalf of the state for their apprehension.—

—Mr. Crosby's new terrace in Abeel street 
suffered severely by the rain. 
—The Poughkeepsie boys were much tickled 
with The Freeman’s report of the tournament. 
—Rubber boots, overcoats and umbrellas 
were above par on Monday. 
—That gaslight wedding in the Roudout M. 
E. Church on Wednesday evening will take 
place at 7J o’clock. 
—The Right Rev. Dr. Armitage, Bishop of 
Wisconsin, will preach in St. John’s Episcopal 
Church in this #ity this evening. Services to 
commence at 7 o’clock. 
—The storm of Monday made havoc among 
the leaves. The trees were almost denuded. 
It made sad work with Nature’s most gorgeous 
pictures. 
—The hoodlums had lots of sport Monday 
sailing craft in the gutters and Ashing floating 
relics out of the streams running down the 
streets. 
-The “sere and yellow leaves” make nuis­ 
ances of themscIve8 now by forming, iu con­ 
junction with the mud, a very nasty com­ 
pound. 
—The best begging address made in the 
Rondout M. E. Cburcb for some time was 
made by Prof. Thompson, the agent of the 
Brooklyn Colored Orphan Asylum. 
—Our merchants aud their clerks should 
have been very wise on Monday, as they had 
nothing else to do but reflect. Nobody dis­ 
turbed them. 
—The storekeepers on Garden and Ferry 
streets had a good time Monday pumping the 
water out of the cellars. It was a dull day 
for trade, so they had no interruption to the 
fun. But their backs didn't ache-Oh ! no. 
— Many spectators assembled on the docks 
Monday to watch the freshet. Saveral of the 
smaller craft had a lively time moving about 
in the swiftly-running, chocolate-colored 
water. 
—The water in Brown's pond readied a con­ 
siderable height at an early hour on Monday 
morning, and the sewer that carries ofl the 
surplus was speedily overtaxed, and large 
pools formed in Meadow and Union streets. 
This pond i3 certainly an unmitigated nuis­ 
ance. 
—A chap had on exhibition at the Mansion 
House on Monday evening an interesting and 
ugly collection of tapeworms, snakes, etc., 
taken from people. Among them was a tape­ 
worm thirty-four feet long, a frog of consid­ 
erable dimensions and an eel about a foot in 
length and an inch in diame'cr. 


Serious Accident nt Rhinecliff. 
An Irish laborer who has been working on 
the contract work of the Rhinebeck &, Con­ 
necticut Railroad, which is now finished, came 
to Rhinecliff yesterday to take passage for 
Whitehall, where he intended to go to work on 
the new railroad. While waiting for the train 
he got intoxicated and went and laid down 
under an empty freight car standing on the 
side track, witli both legs stickiug over the 
rails. The 4:30 Poughkeepsie way freight 
train arrived, and having some cars to switch 
on the side track, backed them against the 
car under which this man was sleeping, caus­ 
ing the car to run back eight or ten feet, one 
truck passibg over his leg and foot, crushin 
them in a terrible manner. He was alive at 
7:30 last night, but unconscious. 
It 
thought he cannot live. 


The Brodhead Case. 
The referee lias notified the counsel for 
the county in the above case that, owing 
to the change in the circuit in Rensselaer 
county, he would be able to hear the case next 
week if the arrangement could be made with 
the counsel for Brodhead and Schoonmaker 
and Cooper. The latter, however, do not 
seem to be anxious to have tiie case come on 
before election, and indeed not before the 
Board of Supervisors meet. It is rumored 
1 hat an effort is to be made to horns waggle 
the Board into a reinstatement of Schoon­ 
maker and Cooper, provided idiots enough 
can be collected together for that purpose.— 
This will afford a flue opportunity for a few 
more fir3t-class political funoral3. Iu fact 
Brodhead seems to be as bad as the Shreve­ 
port yellow fever; he kills off his friends by 
scores. Another proposition will be to settle 
with Brodhead. 


The Storm, 
The storm that commenced about twelve 
o'clock Sunday niglit proved to be one of the 
severest we have had in many months. From 
the time of its c unmencement until eight 
o’clock Monday morning the rain poured down 
with unabated violence, falling in great sheets, 
with now and then a gust of wind that drove 
it against the window panes with a clattering, 
sibilant sound, suggesting very comforting 
reflections to the listeners snugly domiciled or 
quietly reposing on warm couches,bat waking 
sympathetic ones for unfortunates compelled 
to t‘ bide the pitiless peltings of the storm” 
in the outer darkness. 
About eight o’clock there was a slight mod- 
eratieu in the fury of the tempest, lasting, 
however, but a brief time, the storm again 
setting in and continuing with little, modera­ 
tion all day and into the night. The heavy 
rain of course caused a vast rush of surface 
water to the streams, resulting in an exten­ 
sive freshet. At high water at one o’clook 
the Rondout rose above the docks at several 
points, flooding the foundry and making it 
very difficult for the ferry-boat3 to make their 
landings. At ebb tide the water ran down 
with great swiftness, in a dirty, mud-colored 
torrent, carrying with it great quantities of 
driftwood and articles picked up higher up 
the stream. Navigation was a process at­ 
tended witli a great deal of trouble, the small 
vessels moving about the harbor having hard 
work to make their way against the freshet, 
but when they went the other wray they shot 
down stream lively enongh. The Martin made 
her landing with some difficulty, havi ng to 
use numerous shore lines to wind around. 
The Esopus creek overflowed its banks, 
and up to a late hour last evening the water 
was still rising. Mutton Hollow was com­ 
pletely inundated, hut no great damage was 
done. Travel on the N. Y., K. <fc S. Railroad 
was greatly interrupted by the storm. In the 
Beaverkill swamp the water nrose above the 
rails. At Pine Hill and farther on several 
landslides occurred and the up morning train 
went no farther than Dean’s. It reached Ron­ 
dout on its return trip about half-past six 
o'clock. 
The Shokan bridge has been carried away, 
thus cutting off communication between the 
village and station. 
Owing to the freshet no tow left this harbor 
for New York. The ferry-boat made but one 
trip in the evening, bringing over the up and 
down mails together. 
The Baldwin did not reach this city last 
night and had not arrived up to the hour of 
going to press this morning. The water at 
flood tide last night covered nearly all of the 
docks to a considerable depth. The rain ceas­ 
ed about midnight. 


A DARING B O B B E R Y . 
A Gant of I h i e T N “Operating “ Along 
the Hudson—A Whole Fam ily Hand, 
cuffed and the House Rofcbcd—Evil 
Result of Permitting Gamblers at 
stale Fairs. 
Pouqhkeefsie, N. Y. Oct. 19, 1873. 
A telegram from Albany lias only briefly 
told of the daring burglary near the village of 
Catskill, on the Hudson. 
Danng the past 
week Hudson River towns have been ’mfested 
by daring thieves. One source of attraction 
was the Catskill races aud another the Fire­ 
men’s tournament at Poughkeepsie. Iu this 
city, on the last day of the firemen’s gather­ 
ing, it was known that a gang of certainly 
thirty thieves were present, and, though three 
of them wers arrested, sufficient evidence 
could not be produced to hold them. At the 
Catskill races gamblers and thieves were 
present in force. The affair of which I am 
about to write occurred on Friday, and for 
daring and consummate eheek eclipses the 
noted Waterford Bank robbery. Nearly four 
miles below the village of Catskill, on the 
west bank of the Hudson, resides Abram Post, 
a worthy, well-to-do farmer. At about half­ 
past six P. M., Mr. Post, his wife and daugh­ 
ter (the latter about twenty-two years of age), 
his son, Edward, and their hired man, an 
Irishman, were quietly eating their supper, 
when the door leading from the main hall to 
the dining-room was abruptly sboved opened, 
and 
SIX MEN cnOWDED TUROLGU THE OPENING 
und rushed to the table. Each one of the 
scoundrels drew a revolver, and, placing the 
weapons at the head of each member of the 
family, warned all to keep quiet or they would 
blow their brains out. While five of the rob­ 
bers thus held the live inmates of the house in 
abeyance, tbe sixth one drew four pairs of new 
handcuffs from underneath his coat, and, in 
regular order, snapped the bracelets upon 
every person at the table except the daughter. 
The latter showed uo fear whatever, but while 
the handcuffiug was progressing gave the 
thieves such a “ talking” that they will never 
forget it. Finally, becoming exasperated at 
her coolness, one ot the robbers stepped up to 
her and said, “ Well, you are so sassy I guess 
we'll handcufl you loo;” aud then the scoun­ 
drels handcuffed the whole family together, 
including a colored girl, who entered the din­ 
ing room at the time. Not feeling perfectly 
safe oven then, the thieves procured a bed 
cord and firmly tied that around the entire 
family, and then one of them stood guard over 
the captured group while the others com­ 
menced to ransack tbe house. They entered 
every room in the building but one, tore open 
bureau drawers, broke open trunks aud 
burst locks 011 closets. The room which es­ 
caped them belonged to the son,Edward Post, 
and in that was a gold watch and a large sum 
of money, which they did not get. 
THE rr.CNPEIl. 
They did, however, get twelve silver tea­ 
spoons, marked “S. E. P.”; six silver tea­ 
spoons marked “J. H.”; twenty knives and 
forks, $225 iu currency, $90 iu gold coin, a 
lady's gold watch and chain, marked “S. E. 
P.”; $50 worth of other jewelry; two Greene 
county bonds of the denomination of $500 
each.one check for $1,000 on the Farmers’ Na­ 
tional Bank of Catskill, signed by Mr3. Massi- 


110 and payable to the order of R. H. King and 
endorsed by him to Abram Post; one check of 
$200 011 tbe same bank, signed by Jacob Bur- 
gett and made payable to Abraham Post or 
bearer. For over one hour tbe thieves re­ 
mained in tbe house, stealing whatever they 
could lay their hands on in the way of valua 
hies. They even approached their bound vic­ 
tims laughingly and took rings from their 
fingers and put them on their own. They 
also sat down to the supper table before their 
victims and ate all they wished to. While 
they were eating Edward Post vainly endeav 
ored to free himself. 
He told them he had 
seen two of them the day previous at the Cats­ 
kill Fair, and one of them replied, “ Well, 
what of it?” When they got all they wanted 
THEY BADE THE FAMILY “ GOOD NIGHT ” 
and departed. For one hour afterward the 
imprisoned men and women tried to free 
themselves, and finally the son did get loose, 
when he started for Catskill village and told 
his story. The Sheriff and others then re­ 
paired to the scene as quickly as possible, aud 
with the proper keys succeeded in releasing 
all. Immediately the services of the telegraph 
wires were impressed, and a statement of the 
case was sent to all prominent points, togeth­ 
er with an ofier by Mr. Abraham Post of 31,- 
000 reward for the arrest of the rascals. Near 
the house a paper was found, similar to those 
sold on the Catskill fair grouuds by the gam­ 
blers aud thieves who pretended to give green­ 
backs with every cake of soap sold. 
It is thought that tbe same gang robbed the 
Post house. Perhaps 110 fair in the state bad 
such an impudent lot of scoundrels at it as the 
Catskill Fair. They located their games at 
night right 011 the main street, and hundreds 
were victimized. None of Mr. Post’s family 
were seriously injured, though the gang han­ 
dled all roughly. Part of the same gang 
operated at the Americau Fair last week. A 
year ago at the latter fair the receipts of the 
thieves who tended the “ wheel of fortune," or 
who gave away greenbacks, were larger than 
the receipts of the fair. The greatest efforts 
are being made to bring tbe perpetrators of 
the Catskill outrage to justice, and prominent 
men who know the facts favor the making an 
appeal to Gov. Dix to offer a large reward in 
behalf of the state for their apprehension.— 
Neto York Herald. 


A BA TIt SENSATION. 
Sams of ths Villagers Indulge in 
Riot. 
The good people of the quiet little village 
known as Bath-ou-the Hudson were some­ 
what aroused the other day by discovering the 
following: Among the citizens of that peace­ 
ful and secluded village, is a man by the name 
of Frederick W. Castle. Now, this man, for 
some time past, has been a source of much 
trouble to bis amiable wife, iu consequence of 
too close an intimacvexistiog between himself 
and a charming widow, named Adeline Cy­ 
pher. Now the villagers perceiving this, did 
not regard it with pleasure, and accordingly, 
the young men of the village assailed the 
widow’s house ou Wednesday. The injured 
widow at once proceeded to Troy, aud had a 
warrant issued for the rioters’ arrest. One of 
them, Jacob E. Castle, the officer succeeded 
in catching. He says that for a long time a 
scandalous intimacy has existed between his 
uncle, Frederick E. Castle, and the fascinating 
widow He says bis uncle has been known to 
visit her house as early as three or tour o'clock 
in tbe morning. Several members of bis fam­ 
ily have at various times seen him visiting her 
house at improper hours, and under circum­ 
stances demonstrating the guilt of Mr. Castle 
and the Widow Cypher. Wednesday morning 
it was not a mob of meu, but a company of 
school children who assembled in front of her 
house. Mr. Castle came out and commenced 
taking down their names. Castle’s injured 
wife then appeared on the scene, when he re­ 
treated into the house. She attempted to fol­ 
low him, when, as it is alleged, he struck his 
wife with an axe, aud Mrs. Cypher hit her on 
the hand with a hammer, and also thrust a 
chair through the window, which injured her 
slightly. As for the riot in the evening.Jacob 
Ca3tle claims to know nothing about it. He 
says tbat his uucle lias been drummed out of 
two places, Rondout and Kingston, and lie 
thinks his chances are good for making a sim­ 
ilar exodus from Bath. 
But the widow’s trouble did not end with 
young Castle's arrest. There was more of tbe 
same riotous conduct exhibited on Thursday, 
and this much abused Widow Cypher, seeing 
that she bad come to naught 111 tbe rural vil­ 
lage of Bath, took up her household goods 
and went to Albany. Where she is at pres­ 
ent, though,we aie not informed. Jacob Cas­ 
tle is now out on bail, and will lie examined 
at Troy on Wednesday next.

Resolved (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, lottr, five, six, seven and eight of article three 
ot the constitution be amended so as to read as fol­ 
lows: 
ARTICLE III. 
S e c t i o n 1 . The legislative power o f the s ta te shall 
be vested iu a senate and aaseiubli-. 
§ 4. An enumeration ol ttic Inhabitants ot the state 
shall be made under the direction of the legislature, 
Iu the year one thousand eight hundred aud seventy- 
flvo^aud in every ti ntk year tlierealtcr. 
ü 5. The assembly snail consist of one hundred and 
twenty-eight members elect-d for one year. The 
members of assembly shall be apportioned among 
the several coukties of tbe state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the number of their 
respective Inhabitants, excluding aliens, and shall be 
chosen by single districts. Thu assembly districts 
shall rem ain as at present organized until after the 
enumeration ol the inhabitants of the state In the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-live. The legis­ 
lature, at its first session after the return of every 
enumeration, shall apportion the members of assem­ 
bly among the several counties of the state, in man­ 
ner aloresaid, and tho board of supervisors in such 
counties as may be entitled under such apportion­ 
ment to more than one member, except the city and 
county of New York, and in said city and county the 
board of aldermen ol said ctty shall assemble at such 
times as the legislature making such apportionment 
shall preseiibo and divide their respective counties 
Into assembly districts, each of which districts shall 
consist of convenient anil contiguous territory equal 
to the number of members of assembly to which such 
counties shall be entitled, and shall cause to be filed 
iu the offices of the secretary of state and the clerks 
of their respective counties a description ol such dis­ 
tricts, specifying the num ber of each district, and 
the population thereof, according to the iast preced­ 
ing cnumeratien, as near as can bo ascertained, and 
the apportionment and districts shall remain unal­ 
tered until anotlvr enum eration shall be made as 
herein provided. 
No town shall be divided in the 
formation of assemoly districts. Every county here­ 
tofore established and separately organized, except 
the county of Hamilton, shall always be entitled to 
one member of the assembly, and no new county 
shall be hereafter erected unless its population shall 
entitle it to a member. The county of Hamilton 
shall elect with the county of Fulton until the popu­ 
lation ot the ceunty of Hamilton Bliall, according to 
the ratio, be entitled to a member. But the legisla­ 
ture may abolish tho said county of Hamilton and 
annex the territory thereof to tome other county or 
counties. Nothing in this section shall prevent di­ 
vision at any time el counties and towns, and tho 
erection ot new towns and counties by the legisla­ 
ture. 
SO. Each member of the legislature shall receive 
for his service an annual salary ol one thousand five 
hundred dollars. The members of either house shall 
also receivo the sum of one dollar tor every ten miles 
they shall travel in going to and returning from their 
place ot meeting, once iu each session, cu the most 
usual route. Senators, when the senate alone is con­ 
vened in extraordinary session, or when serving as 
members of the court for the trial of lmpouchmeuts, 
aud such members of the assembly, not exceeding 
nine in number, as shall be appointed managers oi 
an Impeachment, shall receive an additional allow- 
anco ol ten dollars a dav. 
Ü 7. No member of tho legislature shall receive auy 
civil appointment within this state, or the senate of 
the United States, from the governor, the governer 
aud senate, or from the legislature, or from any city 
government, during the time for which he shall have 
beou elected; and all such appointments, and all 
votes given for any such memoer for any such oifieo 
or appointment, shall be void. 
{ 8. No person shall be eligible to the legislature 
who at the lim e of Ids election is, or w ithin one 
hundred days previous thereto has been, a mem­ 
ber of congress, a civil or military officer under 
the United states, or an officer under any city gov­ 
ernm ent.
